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President Opposes 
Defense Budget Cuts 


ROPONENTS of a drastic cut in 

appropriations for national defense 
were dealt a severe blow to their plans 
by a flat-footed declaration of policy 
on the part of President Hoover this 
week. 

The President in a statement calling 
upon the nation to balance the budget 
said: 

“Our Army and Navy cost about 
$700,000,000. We should not further 
reduce the strength of our defense.” 

Further economies must be made 
from other sources, he stated. 

Aithough the President had pre- 
viously indicated that he was opposed 
to further reductions in national de- 
fense appropriations, his clear state- 
ment notifies Republicans in both the 
House and the Senate of the position 
of the head of their party, and thus 
strengthens the opposition to the cur- 
tailment program of the Democratic 
leaders of the House. Furthermore, 
many believed that President Hoover’s 
words constitute notice that he will veto 
an Army appropriation bill along the 
lines of the one prepared by the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

Representative Joseph W. Byrns 
(Democrat), Tennessee, chairman of 
the House Appropriations Committee, 
hopes to save $30,000,000 of an esti- 
mated $243,000,000 cut in Federal ap- 
propriations, from Army and Navy 
supply bills alone, he said Wednesday. 

He said at least this amount can be 
cut from both bills without in any way 
impairing National Defense. These 
views have been communicated to mem- 
bers of the House War and Navy ap- 
propriations subcommittees. 

The Navy appropriations subcom- 
mittee early this week began marking 
its supply bill, meanwhile continuing 
throughout the week joint conferences 
with the War appropriations subcom- 
mittee. 

The last joint session was held yes- 
terday. Members are secretive on mat- 
ters discussed with the exception of a 
meagre statement by Representative 
W. A. Ayres (Democrat), Kansas. He 
said last week similar items in the two 
bills, such as mess, are being consid- 
ered. 

The War Department supply bill 
which as originally drafted proposed 
2,048 compulsory retirements in official 
personnel, apparently was little nearer 
report, although members finished 
marking it weeks ago. 

Chairman Ross A. Collins (Republi- 
can). Mississippi, consistently refuses 
to disclose its provisions or the date of 
report, long overdue. 

“I think we will report it July 4,” 
he laughingly said.

Sideration of possible budget reduc- 
tions has turned its attention to many 
of the proposals which were discussed 
last Summer when the Navy Depart- 
ment was given instructions by Presi- 
dent Hoover to cut $60,000,000 from 
the budget which was submitted. The 
committee has asked the department 
to estimate the savings which would 
accrue from the closing of several 
navy yards and stations, an undertak- 
in~ which carries political dynamite.

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Economy Committee 
Delays Pay Decision 





ITH congressional opponents of 

pay-cut legislation boasting they 
had “licked” proposed salary slash 
measures, the special House Ecénomy 
Committee this week delayed retrench- 
ment action in that direction. 

Sixteen bills, each of which would hit 
Army and Navy personnel, still were 
before the committee, which was un- 
able to come to an agreement on any 
ene of them. 

Committee members, who incline to- 
wards a plan that would cut all Federal 
salaries 11 per cent, with a $1,000 ex- 


emption, continued to insist they “will, 


report out a bill.” 
For the time being, however, they 


have laid the pay issue aside, while ~ 


they investigate the broader phases of 
governmental reorganization, in which 
proposed Army-Navy consolidation 
plays a prominent role. 

Resignation of Representative Joseph 
W. Byrns (Democrat), Tennessee, as 
chairman of the economy committee, 
was the most significant development 
of the week. Mr. Byrns was succeeded 
in office by Representative John Mc- 
Duffie (Democrat), Alabama, former 
chairman of the group’s special “pay- 
cut” subcommittee. 

Although Representative Byrns at- 


tributed his resignation to arduous du- “ 


ties as chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, observers were 
wont to go farther for an explanation 
of his stepping down from office. 

It was pointed out that Representa- 
tive Byrns has consistently opposed re- 
ducing salaries in the lower brackets, 
while Representative McDuffie voices 
the belief that “every one should take a 
cut.” McDuffie thinks slashes should 
extend down into the ranks of enlisted 
personnel. 

When a tentative understanding was 
said to have been reached on the 11 per 
cent flat salary cut, Representative 
Byrns was one of those who held out 
against it. 

Friends represented Chairman Byrns 
as unwilling to go on the floor as chair- 
man of the committee and fight for a 
bill that did not represent his views. 

The shift in House sentiment on the 
pay cut issue came early in the week, 
and was interpreted in the light of re- 
action from the flood of mail from 
“back home.” Many of the writers 
pointed out that the government in 
slashing salaries was setting a prece- 
dent that eventually would be passed 
on to every wage earner in the coun- 
try. 
, a force in turning the tide 
was the staff of 48 legislative repre- 
sentatives of the American Federation 
of Labor, from every State in the 
Union, who contacted every member of 
Congress. On completing their “poll” 
Thursday they announced they had a 
clear majority that would oppose any 
pay cut measure reported to the House. 

Members of this group, led by Ed- 
ward R. McGrady, said they had been 
given assurances that if the govern- 
ment balanced its budget through the 
new revenue bill, salaries would not 
be touched. ; 

Thursday the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars joined the pay-cut opposition. 
Leaders announced that in collaboration 
with the American Federation of Labor 
they intended to call on all key men in- 
terested in the salary reduction move- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, House and Senate con- 
ferees on the agriculture appropria- 
tions bill, first of the supply measures 
to reach the conference stage, had un- 
der consideration a “compromise” pro- 
posal to dispose of the ban on promo- 
tions, pay increase and filling of vacan- 
cies, approved by the House but struck 
out by the Senate.

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Newspaper Editors Condemn Proposals To Cut Governmental Salaries 





PpuBtic opinion as expressed in the editorial columns of the country’s news- 

papers have sharp condemnation for the proposals to cut Government 
salaries. Put forward as necessary to balance the budget and bring back 
the prosperity of a few years ago, the editors point out that a pay cut would 
make only a small dent in the total budget and by setting an example for 
private employers, prove harmful to the object in view. 


HE survey of Federal employees and their salaries recently made by the 

Bureau of the Budget brilliantly illuminates the murky passages down 
which would walk the advocates of a slash in Government pay,” states the 
New York Evening Journal. 

“Broken down into salary groups, the figures thoroughly refute the oft- 
made charge that Uncle Sam supports his workers in luxury; that he wastes 
the taxpayers’ money in exorbitant salaries. * * * 

“The absurdity of making the proposed cut apply to the military and naval 
forces is also shown by the bureau’s survey. 

“The survey shows that of the entire 290,913 in these Services, 220,673 
receive less than $1,000 per annum. * * * 

“The figures show clearly that the United States is not extravagant in 
remunerating its faithful employees.” 


“NOTORIOUSLY underpaid for many years, they have been able to count 
upon the security of their positions and the continuance of their salaries 
regardless of commercial conditions,” comments the Boston American. 

“The savings thus effected would not wipe out even a substantial portion 
of the Treasury deficit created largely through unwise and burdensome “pork” 
legislation. 

“The only reason that can be advanced for cutting Federal salaries is to 
punish the workers. 

“That is not statesmanship. It is not even common sense.” 


“ONLY eternal vigilance will prevent the accomplishment of this evil pur- 
pose,” declares the Rochester Journal. 

“This is a vigilance which must be exercised not only by those friendly 
to the interests of Government employees but as well by all those people who 
want to see a return to normal conditions. 

“Millions of workers in every industry would be affected by a Government 


S R a government that is running into the red at the rate of more than 
two billion dollars a year, the comparatively small amiount that would be 
saved by salary cuts would not be felt,” says the Durham Sun. 


“UNCLE SAM has never been known as a generous-hearted paymaster,” stateg 

the Kingston, N. Y., Leader. “Government officials’ salaries abroad are 
higher than they are here. Besides that, the savings that could be made in 
the way he suggests would amount to only a drop in the bucket. They would 
make little or no impression on the problem that faces the Nation. It is better 
to let the salaries remain as they are.” 


“THE sword of Damocles has been hanging long enough over the heads of 
Federal employes in Washington, the forty-eight States and on foreign 
assignments,” the Washington Herald states. Their efficiency has been im. 
paired by the threat of pay slashes which would mean an entire readjusting 
of their mode of living. 
“Representatives and Senators who have sponsored the pay-slashing move 
ment should be convinced of its unwisdom and cease their barking at the moon.” 


“THE deficit is not a result of excessive salaries,” declares the Washington 

Post. On the contrary, hundreds of Government officials are brought into 
the Federal service only through an appeal to their patriotism. * * * 

“By restraining its own extravagance in a few instances Congress may 
save far more than could be derived from a Federal pay cut. Maintenance 
of the existing schedules is necessary to preserve the morale and efficiency of 
the civil service force, but more important even than that is the encourage 
ment of private employers to maintain the purchasing power of their work 
men. A reduction of Federal pay would be the signal for wage-slashing 
throughout the country. Such a step might contribute more to the break 
down of industry and financial institutions than could be offset by the entire 
reconstruction program.” 


“4NONSOLIDATION of some of the bureaus and perhaps even of some of the 

departments of the Federal organization would undoubtedly permit econ- 
omies,” the Washington Star states. The President has urged the adoption 
of measures to this end. But until there is some such reorganization there 


can be no curtailment of the personnel, and there should be no thought of” 


salary slash.” 


Report Public Works Bill 
HE Corps of Army Engineers and 
the Navy Bureau of Yards and 
Docks were specifically excluded from 
the proposed Administration of Public 
Works, in a bill favorably reported 
Thursday, March 31, by the House 
Committee on Expenditures in Execu- 
tive Departments. 

While details of the proposed ad- 
ministration set-up are to be worked 
out by the President, it is believed 
likely that construction of barracks and 
quarters, as well as hospitals, will be 
turned over to the civilian adminis- 
trator. 

Action of the committee came as a 
surprise in view of the fight made by 
Representative William Williamson 
(Republican), South Dakota, to em- 
brace Army engineers and all Rivers 
and Harbors work in the new set up. 

Representative Williamson, who had 
expressed willingness to accept desig- 
nation of the Chief of Army Engi- 
neers as ex-officio administrator of 
the new agency if rivers and harbors 
work were left in the picture, will file 
a minority report taking exception to 
exclusion of rivers and harbors from 
the jurisdiction of the proposed set-up. 

Under the plan, the President of the 
United States would be empowered “in 
his discretion” to select those public 
construction agencies which could be 
best consolidated under the new bu- 
reau, with the exceptions specified. and 
report his action to Congress. His re- 
port would become law if Congress 
failed to take exception to its terms 
within 60 days. 

Not only Army rivers and harbors 
work. but flood control and navigation 
activities are definitely excluded from 
the administration, under the bill 
drafted Thursday on recommendation 
of a special subcommittee headed by 
Representative John J. Cochran 
(Democrat), Missouri, and comprising 
Representative Williamson and Repre- 
sentative W. M. Whittington (Demo- 
crat), Mississippi.

The completed product represented a 
victory for Representative Whitting- 
ton, who from the outset favored leav- 
ing all strictly military and naval con- 
struction activities outside the con- 
solidated organization. 

He said: “The Army Engineers have 
a long record of ergciency in their 
rivers and harbors work, absolutely 
lacking in corruption. It has not been 
equalled by any other public agency. 
_ “Further, I believe in preserving the 
integrity of our National Defense, and 
believe that can best be done by keep- 
ing the strictly naval and military con- 
struction functions intact.” 

The White House throughout has 
been represented as favoring inclusion 
of rivers and harbors work, as pro- 
posed in the draft espoused by Repre- 
sentative Williamson. 

While the Corps of Army Engineers 
and the Navy Bureau of Yards and 
Docks are specifically left out of the 
new administration, provision is made 
that the administrator appointed by 
the President may utilize Army and 
Navy engineers “in all other public 
works” with one condition. That is 
that the Secretary of War or the Sec- 
retary of the Navy give their consent. 

The understanding is that the new 
agency would be built with the Super- 
vising Architect’s office, of the Treas- 
ury, as a neuclus, - 

Earlier it had been proposed that the 
Army Corps of Engineers be used as a 
nucleus, but advocates of keeping mili- 
tary construction activities intact, won 
out. 

The bill was the second Federal re- 
organization measure reported out by 
the House expenditures committee, 
which is running a race with the House 
economy committee to save expenses 
through consolidation. 

The first bill proposed merger of all 
Federal personnel activities. Bills to 
merge War and Navy Departments in 
one Department of National Defense 
are still in an expenditures subcommit- 
tee, after three unsuccessful efforts to 
report it out. 


Navy Staff Corps Promotion 

THE Navy staff corps promotion bill, 

which has been undergoing study 
and discussion at the Navy Depart- 
ment for the past two years, has fi- 
nally been agreed upon by the various 
bureaus and will be sent to the Bu- 
reau of the Budget within the next 
few days. 

The measure provides enforced re- 
tirement for the staff and would 
change the number of officers allowed 
in the grades of commander and cap- 
tain from the ratios fixed in the Staff 
Equalization Act of 1926. The latter 
act has never been satisfactory to all 
concerned and changes have been con- 
sidered almost since the measure be- 
came law. A year ago, a bill amend- 
ing the act was sent to Congress, but 
when hearings were instituted, testi-

mony revealed that the proposal was 
not satisfactory to all of the corps and 
the House Naval Committee referred 
the matter back to the Navy Depart- 
ment. The present bill, however, is 
believed to be the best solution which 
can be worked out and should not strike 
the stumbling block which killed the 
previous bill. 

Although dissention within the staff 
corps may not retard the progress of 
the bill, there are several formidable 
hurdles the measure has to take. The 
bill is now in Judge Advocate General’s 
Office and within a few days is expect- 
ed to be signed by the Secretary of 
the Navy and delivered to the Bureau 
of the Budget. Navy Department esti- 
mates are to the effect that enactment 
of the bill would not cost the Treasury 
any additional expenditures, as_ in- 
creases would be balanced by savings. 
Whether the Budget will find, however, 
that the “legislation is in accord with 
the financial program of the Presi- 
dent” is problematical, to say the 
least. Even if approved by the Budget 
Bureau, any promotion bill can expect 
a lukewarm reception in a Congress, 
occupied with proposals to cut pay and 
ban appointments. 

Details of the biil are not available 
at the present time, and the text of the 
bill will not be released for publication 
until and if it is sent to Congress. 
Provisions for enforced retirement will 
generally follow the procedure for the 
line of the Navy, and would if made 
law stimulate promotion in the staff. 
Each staff corps, under the bill, gets 
an increase in either the number of 
commanders or captains or both. One 
new feature of the bill, is for the pro- 
motion to rear admiral upon retire- 
ment of staff captains eligible for such 
selection, and who are recommended 
for such retired rank by a selection 
board

“The Constitution was made possible, the Declaration of Independence was 
saved from becoming ‘a scrap of paper’ by seven years of gruelling warfare, 
culminating in victory at Yorktown. 

“Return to a condition of political dependency was prevented by the War 
of 1812, principally by the achievements of the Navy. 

“A victory without the loss of a single battle or a single skirmish, against 
Mexico, resulted in extending our domain across the wide reaches from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and insured for us for the first time a prominent 
position in the councils of the mighty. 

“The final decisions rendered on land and sea from 1861 to 1865 made it 
possible to eradicate inherited evils and to resume our forward march, a 
chastened people, reconsecrated to service under one flag, a Nation one and 
indissoluble, 

“Victory at Santiago by the Army and Navy confirmed our resolution to re- 
move the last political griup of the Old World upon the New within the sphere of 
our influence; victory at Manila and Manila Bay insured that the ‘Open Door’ 
would be kept open to the flow of American Commerce to the great Western 
Terminus of Trade with more than 400,000,000 people. 

“Victory in the Argonne overturned a throne, wrecked a dynasty, and 
assured freedom from militaristic dictation by the House of Hohenzollern. 

} “It would, therefore, seem that no political decision vital to the independent 
existence and welfare of our Nation has ever been rendered except through 
victory of our Armed Forces on the battlefields of the world. 

“In these days of international chaos, during this period of challenge to 
all that we stand for, might it not be wise to recognize that the best index 
to the future is the history ofthe past, and guard that future accordingly? 
‘America will never seek a war. War will never seek a prepared America’.”

WO weeks of communications exer- 

cises between the 15th Observation 
Squadron, Scott Field, Ill., and the 6th 
Infantry were recently brought to a 
close by a successful demonstration 
problem at Jefferson Barracks. The 
demonstration included all the various 
methods of communication between in- 
fantry troops and an airplane and was 
witnessed by the entire Jefferson Bar- 
racks garrison. 

During the period of the exercises 
two officers from Scott Field Second 
Lieutenants Edgar A. Sirmyer, jr., 
and Evan W. Chatfield, were on de- 
tached service with the 6th Infantry 
and acted as liaison officers. Practi- 
cally all of the other officers of the 
15th Observation Squadron were given 
practice working with the infantry 
troops and it is believed this experience 
will greatly improve the results to be 
obtained during the latter part of May, 
when similar work will be conducted 
at Camp Custer, Mich., in the corps 
area command post exercise. 

In the final demonstration, a loud 
speaker was set up on the parade 
grounds at Jefferson Barracks and in 
this way the entire garrison was able 
to hear all the signals transmitted 
from the airplane end of the work. 
Two-way radio, telephone, pyrotech- 
nics, wing and motor signals, and drop 
messages were used by the airplane, 
while radio code, panels, flares and 
pickup messages were used to send 
messages from the ground troops. The 
airplane used its regular 132 sets, 
while the infantry used its 79 trans- 
mitter. It was found that this 79 set 
worked satisfactorily for about 15 
miles in sending and about twice that 
distance in receiving. The powerful 
broadcasting stations near St. Louis 
gave considerable interference, espe- 
cially to the observer in the plane. The 
difficulties of the airplane team were 
also increased by the sending of enemy 
planes to attack the plane conducting 
the mission. 

The new combined headquarters and 
operations building at Selfridge Field, 
Mich.. has been completed and the post 
operations office moved into it on the 
morning of March 10. Headquarters 
moved into the second floor on the af- 
ternoon of March 11. In the new build- 
ing, with all departments segregated 
and efficiently arranged, it is believed 
to be one of the best administrative 
buildings in the Air Corps. The post 
commander’s office on the second floor 
gives an excellent view of the entire 
flying field. 

Maj. G. E. Brower, commanding the 
1st. Pursuit Group, departed .from 
Selfridge Field on the afternoon of 
March 10, for Ithaca, N. Y. He car- 
ried with him moving pictures of the 
“Air Force” and “Air Corps Maneu- 
vers, 1930,” in connection with his lec- 
ture on “The Employment of the Air 
Force,” delivered to the Officers’ Club, 
University of Cornell. Major Brower 
proceeded from Ithaca, N. Y., to Lang- 
lev Field, Va., where he delivered a 
P-12, then went by raii to Baltimore, 
Md., and returned to Selfridge Field 
in one of the new Berliner-Joyce P-16s.

22, when the city of Portland formally 
observed the tenth anniversary of the 
arrival and assignment of the 5th In- 
fantry in that city. 

On that day the members of the four 
leading civic clubs (Lions, Rotary, Civ- 
itans, and Varitnas) visited Ft. Wil- 
liams, had their noon luncheon at the 
different messes, and then, after wit- 
nessing a parade, presented to Col. 
Lucius C. Bennett, the commanding of- 
ficer, two cups for annual competition. 
One is for the best rifle marksman, 
and the other for the best machine gun 
company, the local winner of the Ed- 
ward Howell Clarke trophy to gain the 
Civie cup. 

On the evening of March 22, under 
the auspices of the four local posts of 
the American Legion (Harold O. An- 
drews, of Portland; Ralph D. Caldwell, 
of Woodfords;. Stewart P. Morrill, of 
South Portland, and Stephen W. Man- 
chester Post, of Westbrook), a dinner 
to Colonel Bennett and his staff was 
held at the Hotel Eastland, with rep- 
resentatives of the city of Portland and 
the Portland Chamber of Commerce, 
as well as all of the leading organiza- 
tions of Portland, present.

On their return, Lieutenants Vos and 
Crawford were told of the incident and 
remarked that it was the first time 
that a man had been electrocuted and 
lived to tell about it, although they did 
not know at the time just how close 
they were to such a fate.

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USS Utah Commissioned 


THE USS Utah, mobile target, was 

placed in commission at the Navy 
Yard, Norfolk, on April 1 under the 
command of Comdr. Randall Jacobs, 
USN, in accordance with an order is- 
sued by the Navy Department. Under 
the supervision of the Norfolk Yard 
authorities the ex-battleship, which had 
to be de-militarized in accordance with 
the terms of the London Naval Treaty, 
has been fitted for remote control by 
radio for use as a target vessel. 

Upon completion of trials and tests 
in the Chesapeake Bay area, the Utah 
will proceed to the San Pedro-San 
Diego area and report to Rear Adm. 
Henry H. Hough, USN, Commander 
Base Force, US Fleet. 

The scheme for radio control of the 
Utah provides that selective signals 
will be sent out by a controlling ship 
using a special keying system and a 
regular radio transmitter. By means 
of a radio receiver and automatic re- 
ceiving equipment on the Utah, these 
signals will be used to control the for- 
mer battleship’s course and speed. Pro- 
vision will be made for steaming the 
radio controlled ship at varying rates 
of speed, for predetermined changes 
of course, for making smoke screens, 
ete., so that the Utah may be maneu- 
vered in all respects like an enemy ship 
in battle, except for offensive opera- 
tions. 

Electric motors on the Utah, operat- 
ed by signals sent out from the con- 
trolling ship will open and close the 
throttle valves, regulate supply of oil 
to the boilers for smoke screens and 
move the rudder right or left as re- 
quired by the change of course desired. 
After attaining a set course, a gyro 
pilot, or “metal mike,” similar to the 
type used by modern merchant steam- 
ers, will keep the ship on its course. 

The controlling apparatus for the 
Utah will eb mounted in a destroyer. 
To maneuver the battleship, the de- 
stroyer will send out appropriate sig- 
nals on special transmitting apparatus. 
These signals will be picked up by the 
apparatus on the target ship and will 
set in motion the machinery designed 
to accomplish the required operations. 





Loss of Sword 


HEN the USS Conner was de- 

commissioned at the Navy Yard, 
Philadelphia, in June, 1922, there was 
in a glass case, in the wardroom of that 
vessel, the sword of the late Lieuten- 
ant Connor, USN, after whom the ves- 
sel was named. 

The Navy Department is very de- 
sirous of locating the present where- 
abouts of this sword as it was not turn- 
ed in to the Navy Yard, Engedelphia, 
when the vessel was deco issioned.

Experimental Telescope 


"THREE telescopes of a new type are 

being manufactured by the Navy 
Yard, Washington, D. C., as an experi- 
ment. They will be 12 inches shorter 
and half inch smaller in diameter and 
power is fixed at 15 diameters as coni- 
pared with 15 to 48 variable power of 
old type. This magnification is consid- 
ered sufficient for signal bridge use and 
there is an improvement in definition, 
color perception, light transmission, and 
a 20 per cent increase in field. 
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Admiral Marvell Assigned

AUTHORIZATION for the Secretary 

of the Navy to dispose of all or 
part of the naval ordnance plant at 
South Charleston, W. Va., was asked 
in a bill reported to the House this 
week from the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee. 

Concluding hearings on the project, 
the committee decided to approve the 
bill H. R. 4657, in view of the fact that 
disposal of the plant would save ap- 
proximately $36,800 a year in mainte- 


mance costs, which sum did not cover 


the cost of upkeep. The Navy Depart- 
ment endorsed the measure, “in view 
of the small demand for products 
which the naval ordnance plant can 
produce, and the absence of any pros- 
pective future demand for such mate- 
rial in quantity production.”

Survey Successful 


GRAVITY surveys of the Interna. 

tional Scientific Expedition in the 
West Indies region made from the sur. 
face of the sea and beneath the sur. 
face by ships of the U. S. Navy dur. 
ing the past six weeks “have been 
successful, and indications have been 
obtained which will help considerably 
in unraveling the type of the deforma. 
tion of the West Indies and what is 
causing earthquakes” in that vicinity, 
according to a joint dispatch received 
by Rear Adm. W. R. Gherardi, Hydro- 
rapher of the Navy, from Professor 
Richard M. Field, of the Department 
of Geology, Princeton University, Di- 
rector of the international Scientific 
Expedition, and Dr. F. Vening Meinesz, 
of the Netherlands Geodetic Commis- 
sion. 

Scientists of the Expedition are now 
at Miami, Fla., where the group dis- 
bands. Since the first week of Febru- 
ary, Dr. Meinesz and assistant scien- 
tists have been embarked in the USS 
S-48 and the USS Chewink. In Feb- 
ruary, the two naval vessels enveloped 
the Island of Cuba, and by means of 
Dr. Meinesz’s multiple-pendulum ap- 
paratus and of a Navy sonic depth 
finder at numerous undersea stations 
determined the pull of gravity and the 
conformation of the ocean bottom. Dur- 
ing this period, a new profile was 
sounded and a new maximum depth of 
the Bartlett Deep to the northeastward 
of : Cayman Island was discov- 
ered. 


During March, the two naval ships 
have engaged in making like gravi- 
metric and depth measurements in the 
archipelago of the Bahamas, a region 
presenting an instance of eminent and 
peculiar earth-structure. Concerning 
the cruise in the Bahamas region, Dr. 
Field reports that soundings measured 
in those waters of the Bahamas known 
as the Tongue of the Ocean, Exuma 
Sound, and Northwest Providence 
Channel, give indications that these 
chanels are “submerged river valleys, 
originally above sea level, but now sunk 
to depths of around 1,000 fathoms.” 


While observations in naval vessels 
have been in progress during their 
cruise of approximately 4,000 miles, 
Professor Field has been engaged in 
conducting complementary observations 
ashore in the Bahamas in a separate 
branch of the Expedition which em- 
barked in February from Miami for 
the Bahamas in the yacht Marmion. 

Professor Field reports that while it 
will take three months to make pre- 
liminary calculations, results shown 
from 29 gravity stations already com- 
puted indicate that the survey. has been 
successful. 

Use of both private and naval ves- 
sels to operate in the Bahamas in pur- 
suing the obiectives of the Interna- 
tional Scientific Expedition was sanc- 
tioned in advance by the British Gov- 
ernment, and upon the departure of 
the Expedition from Nassau, the Gov- 
ernor of the Bahamas sent the follow- 
ing message: _ 

“To Doctor Field and the Members 
of the International Expedition in the 
United States Submarine S-48: 

“Thanks, very much, for your gene 
erous appreciation of the small serve 
ices I and my officials were able to 
render to you. It was a privilege to 
welcome such distinguished scientists 
and also the commanders and person- 
nel of the two units of the United 
States Navy accompanying the Expedi- 
tion. I feel sure the work you have 
accomplished will add a most valuable 
chapter to the scientific records of the 
world generally and the West Indies 
in particular. 

“I trust that the results will exceed 
your most sanguine expectations and 
encourage you to revisit the Bahamas 
in the near future.”

NATIONAL DEFENSE ADVOCATES will approve unreservedly the follow- 
ing declaration made by President Hoover in a statement to the press on 
March 25: 

“Our Army and Navy cost about $700,000,000. We should not further re- 
duce the strength of our defense.” 

Note carefully what the President says. He wants our present strength 
maintained. That strength he considered when he transmitted the budget to 
Congress. He went personally over every item in the budget, giving special atten- 
tion to the estimates for the support of the Services. Those estimates pro- 
vided for a Regular Army of 12,000 officers and 118,500 enlisted men, for 
training for the National Guard and Reserves, for a Regular Navy of 9,240 
officers and 80,704 enlisted men, and for the training of Reserves, besides 
continued construction of ships authorized. For the Air Service, he made pro- 
vision as far as his estimate of the state of the Treasury permitted. 

Thus, the President has set himself flat-footedly against the movement in 
the House Committee on Appropriations to make cuts of $50,000,000 in the 
Service Appropriation bills. To accomplish this drastic purpose, it would be 
necessary to eliminate at least 1,000 officers from the Army and an indetermi- 
nate number of officers from the Navy, to reduce pay, and to make other curtail- 
ments. Those things, the President has said in effect, he will not approve. 

We know the President stands by his decisions. ‘We are confident he would 
go so far as to veto bills so harmful to National Defense as the House Com- 
mittee is planning. The country and the Army and Navy, therefore, can rest 
more assured with the case in his hands.

[HE HIGH REGARD IN WHICH the President and Mrs. Hoover hold Gen- 

eral Pershing and his immortal achievements as the Commander of the 
A. E. F., was manifested to the country this week by the dinner given in his 
honor at the White House. Gathered by the Chief Executive to meet him were 
officers representative of the Command and Ranks of the Expeditionary Forces, 
and their wives, and the sister and son and some personal friends of the Gen- 
eral. Brig. Gen. Dawes, former Vice President and Ambassador, and now 
head of the Financial Reconstruction Corporation, who earned the Distinguished 
Service Medal by the fine supply service he rendered; the Secretary of War, 
Colonel Hurley, who was cited for gallantry in action; the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Major Mills, who won high commendation for his performance of 
duty, were the members of the President’s family who were present. The Sec- 
retary of State, Colonel, now Brigadier General Stimson, was unable to attend 
on account of a cold. The function was brilliant in the character of the high 
officials and officers doing honor to the Great Soldier, as well as in its setting. 
It was a public recognition by the President of the continued appreciation of the 
Nation for the distinguished and outstanding service rendered by the General. 





HE NATION WILL CELEBRATE Army Day on Tuesday. Throughout the 

land tributes will be paid to the Organized Force and its components which 
stand ready as in the past to spend its blood in defense of the country. We 
need not dwell upon the glory-studded history of the Service. Every school 
boy knows what Washington and Jackson and Taylor and Grant and Pershing 
accomplished. But we do feel it necessary to emphasize that the men under 
the colors today deserve the Nation’s consideration as their predecessors de- 
served it. The Army wants from the people merely those things essential for 
organizing the force required for our defense and for the maintenance of its 
morale and efficiency. It wants its present number of officers, decent pay and a 
proper promotion system. So provided for, there can be no doubt that it will 
discharge effectively that part of the high mission of defense with which it is 


entrusted. 





ORMAN DAVIS, A MEMBER of the American Disarmament Delegation, 

has been in Washington this week conferring with the President, the Sec- 
retary of State and the Chief of Staff. He brought with him assurances that 
the Geneva Conference would reach an agreement. That agreement, if made, 
will be presented to the world as another step twoard complete disarmament; 
as a matter of fact it will represent concessions of minor importance and will 
take into consideration the national security and national objectives of the 
signatories. When its true character shall dawn upon the idealists who, ap- 
pal'ed by the terrible costs of the World War, have been promoting this method 
of cessation of international conflicts, they will be disappointed and resentful. 
Th:\ cannot blame the United States for failure. This Nation has done every- 
thing in its power to bring #bout limitation of armaments, making unparalleled 
sacrifices to that end and proceeding even to a point where its National De- 
fens¢ is imperilled. President Hoover stands out as a protagonist in the 
movement. But he realizes as the statements made by him show that the 
United States cannot disarm unless others do likewise. Our own views on 
disarmament were well expressed by Doctor Healy, the prominent international 
law authority of Georgetown University, who recently said: 

“It would seem, first, that world conditions preclude any substantial 
progress in disarmament at the present time; second, that it would be fatal 
for the United States to proceed with a drastic disarmament program while 
the other major nations refuse to follow suit; and, third, that we should give 
careful consideration to the question of the present adequacy of our own Na- 


tional Defenses.” 
Doctor Healy speaks wisely. The Nation should heed his words.

Sources of Army Commissioned Personnel.—The announced intention of Repre- 











sentative McSwain, chairman of the House Committee on Military Affairs, of | 


seeking some way of commissioning more enlisted men, as reported in the 
Journal last week, has created a great deal of interest and aroused much com- 
ment in the Service. Mr. McSwain has undertaken a study with a view to raising 
the quality of enlisted personnel and in this connection he believes that the 
increasing of the opportunity of the enlisted man to become an officer will be 
helpful. 

The subject has many ramifications and the discussion of the proposal was 
from as many angles. The Department generally believes that the present 
system, evolved from experience, affords the best solution. Undgr the present ar- 
rangement there are an average of 80 enlisted men under _instruc- 
tion at West Point at all times. Classes of instruction for ambitious and quali- 
fie’ man are held annually at each Corps Area and Department. 
the men are given every opportunity of class room instruction, study periods and 
relief from routine duty necessary to enable them to qualify for the annual com- 
petitive examination. Appointments to West Point are then given to those en- 
listed men who win out in the examination. 


feels, studious and ambitious enlisted men are given every opportunity of taking 
the Academy training and beeoming commissioned officers. 


Many believe, however, that this method, while productive of much splendid | 


material for the commissioned ranks, does not help the enlisted ranks to any 
great extent, for a large number of men who enlist with the specific object of 


obtaining an Army appointment to the Academy and then who fail to get to | 


the Academy leave the Service on expiration of their enlistment or even “buy 
out” immediately. 


Some question the desirability of building up an enlisted personnel wholly | 


of men who wish to spend their entire life in the Army. Such an army of pro- 
fessional “career men,” they say, would not be to the best interest of National 


Defense, for, while it undoubtedly would result in a model Regular Army, it | 


would not train as many men as a system wherein a man serves one enlistment 


and then returns to civil life, a trained soldier and a better citizen, and his | 
place taken in the Army is taken by another man to be trained. The latter sys- | 


tem of frequent turnover in enlisted personnel, gives the country a trained re- 
serve always available in emergencies, whereas the professional life-time soldier 
theory results in only the training of sufficient to maintain the standing Army 
and does not return trained men to civil life until they reach retirement age. In 
this connection it is pointed out that the Treaty of Versailles required that the 
enlisted personnel of Germany’s forces must contract to serve 12 years.

tion of his plans to improve the efficiency of the enlisted personnel. He has 

| made it plain that he is desirous of obtaining opinions from anyone who has 
given the situation thought—from officers and enlisted men, active and retired, 
and from civilians as well. If the writers wish to keep their identity confidentia] 
he has said that he will comply with their wishes. 

The New York Times, in commenting on the proposals, expressed itself edi- 
| torially as follows: 

“Representative J. J. McSwain of South Carolina, chairman of the Military 
Affairs Committee, would like to see the enlisted force of the Army of higher 
quality in intelligence and general capacity. To quote him, he ‘would have it so 
that promotions to second lieutenant should be distributed among West Point 

| graduates, enlisted men, honor graduates from select military schools and from 
the National Guard.’ As a matter of fact, that is done now. ‘As it is now,’ says 
Mr. McSwain, ‘virtually all the second lieutenants are drawn from the Military 
Academy.’ One would like the comparative figures. Fourteen years after the 
World War only about one-third of the commissioned officers of the Army are 
graduates of West Point. It is desirable that the young men educated, trained 
! and disciplined there should become second lieutenants when vacancies exist, 
If there are more vacancies than graduates in any year, good material for 
junior officers can no doubt be found among the enlisted men of the Army in 
' civil life. Mr. McSwain is further quoted in the Army and Navy Journal: ‘Some 
| of our best officers—I think of General Harbord offhand—have come up from 
the ranks.’ Also General Preston Brown, now commanding at the Canal Zone, 
General Harbord received his education at the Kansas State Agricultural College, 
' and General Brown is a graduate of Yale. Others might be named. 

“As to giving commissions only to the upper half of a West Point first class, 
it should be recalled that some of the West Pointers who greatly distinguished 
themselves in the Civil War graduated in the lower half of their classes. One 
of them was Philip H. Sheridan, who was thirty-fourth in a class of fifty-two. 
Grant graduated in the middle of his class. In the lower half of every class 

that leaves West Point it is likely there are the makings of sterling officers. Mr. 
McSwain’s idea of obtaining a better quality of enlisted men is, of course, exe 
cellent—but it is quite a problem, pay and opportunities considered.” 

Among the many letters received by Representative McSwain in response 
to his announcement is the following from Maj. Othel Baxter, Cav-Res., of Hud- 
son County, N. Y.: 

“Your article on page one, column four, Army and Navy Journal, dated the 
26th inst. is hot with possibilities and I’d like nothing greater than to go into 
a huddle with you for the purpose of getting down to brass tacks. 

“Desertions (Par. 4) are a disgrace, and it is my idea a man can be so 
selected and trained that he will like the Service and that he will not only 
be a booster for our national defense but that he will be a better citizen for his 
having been trained in the Army or Navy. 

“Our Army and Navy officers are trained leaders and without trainees with 
whem to work they, too, deteriorate. They welcome responsibilities and it is @ 


' matter of record that Army trained men make good in most cases—whether 


it is as a skilled laborer or the higher class of engineering. 

“Our youth is going wrong for want of correct leadership and example. The 
boys are all right. My contact and interest in the C. M. T. C., our local Boy 
Scouts, and Hudson County High Schools give me ample proof that the boy is 
yearning for an example such as Roosevelt (I mean Teddy) Tom Mix and my 
favorite Will Rogers.

Fitness Reports of Officers—From the comment and opinions expressed by vas 
rious members of Selection Boards, the Bureau of Navigation has noted the 
following items of interest. They are published as being of useful general in- 
formation to senior officers in the preparation of fitness reports. 

Each senior making a Report of Fitness is a part of the Selection Board 
machinery, although without an actual vote. He may be responsible for the 
selection or failure of an officer for promotion. 

Item No. 13 of the Fitness Report (N. Nav. 443) is in many instances the 
most important one in the report and should be given most careful consideration. 


» It should represent the reporting senior’s candid opinion of the junior’s ability 


‘and characteristics together with his present and prospective value to the Serv- 
ice. If unable to estimate properly and justly the junior, a reporting senior 
should so state rather than damn an excellent officer with faint praise or over- 
rate a mediocre one with undeserved superlatives. 


Care should be taken to set forth clearly what is meant. Such statements 


| as “He is decided in his opinions” or “He is tenacious in his: opinions” may mean 
| the excellent trait of consistency or the questionable one of stubbornness. 


It sholud be kept in mind that the report of a senior may have a decided 
influence upon the selection of officers other than the one on whom he is report- 
ing. The making of a superlative report on an average officer merely because 
he is likeable or of pleasing personality may mean his selection in preference to 
one who is a far better officer, but has been the subject of reports by officers 
more careful and not so generous with niarks and remarks. 

The following questions are illuminating as illustrating some of the Selec- 
tion Board’s difficulties. As a member of the Selection Board, how would you 
evaluate the following: 

(a) High marks in executive ability and check marks in left hand column 
of characteristics, but only “satisfied to have him.” 

(b) Average marks in ability and average check marks, but “especially 
desire to have him.” 

(c) All assigned marks very high; all characteristics checked indicating su- 
periority, but in “Remarks” a mere statement, “Has performed his duties in a 
satisfactory manner.” 

(d) All assigned marks average; characteristics checked indicating average; 
but in “Remarks” a statement, “Is an outstanding officer.” 

Note: If the desire especially to have an officer, or preference not to have 
him, is based on facts other than his ability, it should be stated so that the 
meaning will be clear to the reader of the Fitness Report. 

A senior might record recognition of an officer’s every ability and yet be- 
cause of personal differences prefer not to have him, in which case he would 
do well so to state.

Endows Research for Army Ration.—An unusual bequest was contained in the 
will of Maj. Louis Livingston Seaman, filed this week at White Plains, N. Y., | 
wherein the former Army surgeon left his residuary estate to Cornell University | 
for experimentation io determine the best foods for the American soldier. 

The purpose of the legacy “fdr experimentation of the relative value of 
foods, especially for United States rations for troops in peace or war, to be | 
designated as the ‘Major Louis. Livingston Seaman Prize for Experimentation’ | 
and to be applied to the furtherance of the health and welfare of the United 
States soldier.” 

Major Seaman, who died Jan. 31, served as major and surgeon in the Ist 
Regiment, United States Volunteer Engineers in the Spanish-American War. In 
the World War he was special correspondent in France for a magazine. He was 
the recipient of a large number of foreign decorations. 

Much interest was expressed at. the War Department in the bequest. It is 
not yet known what program Cornell will set up for the carrying on of the 
experimentation provided for in the will. However, both Maj. Gen. Robert U. 
Patterson, the Surgeon General of the Army, and Maj. Gen. John L. DeWitt, 
Quartermaster General, are deeply interested in the program and will give all 
possible assistance to the university in its work.

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Loss of Binoculars—The Bureau of Navigation desires more rigid accounting for 
binoculars and stop watches, the’ biweekly Bulletin declares. When the cir- 
cumstances indicate that the custodian has not exercised the same care which 
might be reasonably expected in the case of equally valuable personal property, 
he should be held responsible for the loss, it is stated. 

Some vessels have adopted the procedure very successfully of inventorying 
all binoculars and stop watches weekly. The loss of spy glasses issued signal- 
men and quartermasters can be reduced if a check is made when the watch is 
relieved. It is always advisable to call # survey as soon as possible after a loss 
is discovered, it is said. : 

A frequent cause for losing binoculars and spy glasses is the habit of pass- 
ing them along to successive watch officers without proper custody receipts. 
The Bureau of Navigation allowance of binocluars and spy glasses is now so 
liberal that “passing along,” as far as officers are concerned, does not seem 
necessary. 

The Bureau is especially concerned with reducing losses of new high grade 
binoculars, as it may not be possible to replace these glasses at the low price 
paid on recent purchases.

The House bill under consideration 
provides for commissions for all of the 
1932 class, but requires that the num- 
ber of officers in excess of the au- 
thorized be reduced by 1937, and fails 
to make any provisions for members 
of the succeeding classes to this years’, 
and if the House bill is enacted in its 
present form, it will mean that there 
will be few vacancies for members of 
the 1933 class. Members of the Senate 
Naval Committee, while sympathetic 
with the intent of the House bill, would 
rather legislate so as to take care of 
succeeding classes, even if this means 
that only a portion of each class can 
be commissioned. 

Captain Johnson favored this view 
in his testimony. Urging that not less 
than 50 per cent of the class of 1932 
be granted commissions, he stated that 
plan to commission more than this, 
although he was in accord with the 
number, “the bottom half of the class 
of 1932 should not be favored at the 
expense of the upper half of the class 
of 1933.” 

Admiral Pratt recommended that ap- 
pointments as ensign be made proba- 
tionary for a period of three years, a 
project that is favored by the Navy 
Department as a permanent measure, 


apart from the present situation. 
Captain Johnson also endorsed the 
proposition. 


No action was taken by the Senate 
Committee yesterday, but hearings 


' will be continued April 5 at 10 o’clock. 


Serious consideration is expected to 
be given to the proposals to amend the 
House bill by providing for the com- 
missioning of a part of the next three 
or four Naval Academy classes instead 
of the whole 1932 class, and for the es- 
tablishment of a probationary period. 
On the other hand, there are advo- 
cates of passing the House bill in its 
present form, and later making pro- 
vision for future classes. 

Rumors that consideration was be- 
ing given to the appointment of the 
1932 graduates as passed midshipmen, 
as was done in the old Navy, may be 
classified as “scuttlebut.”

ITH parades and ceremonies sched- 

uled in hundreds of cities, Army 
Day, Wednesday, April 6, will be ob- 
served more widely this year than ever 
before. 

While President Hoover will be re- 
viewing a mammoth parade in Wash- 
ington, D. C., citizens from coast to 
coast will be paying honor to the Army 
of the United States on the fifteenth 
anniversary of the entry of this coun- 
try into the World War. The Military 
Order of the World War, which origi- 
nated the observance of the day five 
years ago, is sponsoring some form of 
tribute to the Army in every city and 
town where it has a chapter. 

President Hoover endorsed the cele- 
bration of Army Day in connection with 
the George Washington Bicentennial 
Celebration on April 6, 1932. The Pres- 
ident’s letter to Brig. Gen. John Ross 
Delafield, the commander-in-chief of 
the Military Order of the World War, 
reads as follows: 

“Dear General Delafield: 

“Army Day gives the nation an op- 
portunity to express grateful apprecia- 
tion to those who exposed their lives to 
the dangers of the battlefield and those 
who fell in defense of our national 
ideals. I wish to join in this expres- 
sion and to commend the great citizen 
components of our military forces for 
their patriotic services. 

“Yours faithfully, 
“HERBERT HOOVER.” 

In addition the governors of numer- 
ous states have issued Army Day 
proclamations.

One feature will be a coast-to-coast 
broadcast, over the network of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company, of a por- 
tion of the program of the Army Day 
dinner to be given in Washington, D. C. 
This program will be from 10:30 to 11 
p. m. Eastern standard time, and will 
include music by the Army Band and 
addresses by Senator Fess, chairman 
of the United States Commission on 
the George Washington Bicentennial; 
Secretary of War Hurley, and Senator 
Reed, with General Delafield in charge 
and introducing the speakers. 

In Washington a spectacular parade 
will be held in the early afternoon, 
starting at 2 p. m., with General Doug- 
las MacArthur, the Chief of Staff of 
the Army, as grand marshal, and Maj. 
Gen. Paul B. Malone, the commanding 
general of the 3rd Corps Area, as 
assistant marshal. Among the 88 units 
already designated to participate are 
the U. S. Army Band, Batteries A to 
F, inclusive, of the 16th Field Artil- 
lery, the 3rd Cavalry, minus one bat- 
talion, the 12th Infantry from Ft. 
Washington, the 13th Engineers from 
Ft. Humphrey, the 10th U. S. Cavalry, 
the U. S. Marine Band, a battalion of 
Marines, the U. S. Navy Band, 4 bat- 
talions of Bluejackets, the 29th Divi- 
sion of the National Guard, units from 
Maryland, District of Columbia, Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia, Reserve 
Corps units, CMTC units, the ROTC 











units from the University of Maryland 
and Georgetown, and all divisions of 
the High School Cadets. 


The parade will also include the va- 
rious posts of the veteran and patriotic 
organizations. Word has been re- 
ceived from the American Legion that 
they will have a number of bands and 
drum corps in the parade. 

President Hoover has advised Gen- 
eral Delafield that he would be pleased 
to accept the invitation to review the 
parade with his Cabinet and official 
staff. 

Edwin S. Bettelheim, Jr., at the 
Headquarters of the Military Order of 
the World War in Washington, D. C., 
is general chairman, to whom commu- 
nications concerning participation in 
the parade should be addressed. 

The Washington ceremonies will cul- 
minate with a banquet and dance in 
the evening, to which prominent offi- 
cials have signified their intentions of 
attending. 

New York City’s celebration will be 
held today, April 2, with elaborate cere- 
monies, including a parade. General 
Pershing has gone to New York to 
participate in the celebration. Brig. 
Gen. Cornelius Vanderbilt, of the New 
York National Guard, has charge of 
the arrangements, and Maj. Gen. Den- 
nis Nolan, commanding the Second 
Corps Area, will be grand marshal of 
the parade. 

Assistant Secretary of War Payne 
will be the guest speaker at Cincin- 
nati’s celebration on April 6, which will 





be held under the joint auspices of the 
Military Order of the World War and 
the Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, 
Lt. Col. Leonard 'S. Smith, Jr., is chair- 
man of the committee in charge. 

Army Day will be celebrated in Los 
Angeles by a banquet, at which Judge 
Frank C. Collier, of the Superior Court, 
will be the speaker, while his associate, 
Justice Thomas P, White, also will 
make an address.

HE Militia Bureau has sent letters 

to the Commanding Generals of 
the Corps Areas with a view to hav- 
ing the proper men in sufficient num- 
ber under consideration for the filling 
of vacancies in commissioned personnel 
of the National Guard upon a yeneral 
mobilization. 

The letter does not contemplate the 
filling of these vacancies at this time. 
It merely outlines the situation and 
reminds the commanders concerned 
that vacancies do exist and that steps 
should be taken to educate qualified 
men to fill them in case of an emer- 
gency. 

With this: end in view some of 
the Corps Area Commanders are sug- 
gesting that selected enlisted men in 
each regiment or separate unit be en- 
couraged by their command officers 
to pursue instruction in suitable regi- 
mental or unit schools or the appro- 
priate War Department extension 
courses to enable them to qualify for 
commissions in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. 

The tsxt of the letter from the 
Militig Bureau follows: 

“1, In accordance with the plan of 
general mobilization, the following let- 
ter from the Adjutant General, dated 
Jan. 27, 1932, is quoted for your in- 
formation and guidance: 


“1. Vacancies for between 12,000 and 13,000 
National Guard officers will be created by the 
expansion of the National Guard to its war 
strength under the War Department General 
Mobilization Plan. All plans for the procure- 


, ment and promotion of officer personnel in the 


event of a general mobilization have reserved 
these vacancies to National Guard orqganiza- 


' tions in accordance with the broad principle 





enunciated in Section 76 of the National De- 
fense Att. 

“2. It is desired that the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau inform the National Guard au- 
thorities to this effect and to the end that di- 
visions and other separate units of the Na- 
tional Guard may be prepared to fill vacancies 
under the war strength tables of organization 
from promotions or appointments recommended 
from their own personnel.” 

“2. The War Department desires to 
have each state secure sufficient pros- 
pective officer personnel to fill all va- 
cancies in the National Guard in all 
the units that have been allotted to 
that state, active or inactive. It is 
particularly desired that the ‘key’ po- 
sitions in the inactive units be filled, 
either by name or rank (i. e. a certain 
man may be selected, or a certain unit 
may be designated from which the 
‘key’ man is to be taken when re- 
quired). The War Department desires 
to stress the importance of having a 
reservoir of officer material large 
enough to fill all vacancies in the Na- 
tional Guard, should a major emer- 
gency arise. 

“3. The following are the sources 
from which the Militia Bureau con- 
siders the desired personnel may be 
obtained: 

“a. Commissioned officers of the Na- 
tional Guard. 

“b. Selected officers from the Na- 
tional Guard Reserve. 

“ce. Enlisted men holding Officers’ 
Reserve Corps commissions as 2nd 
lieutenants, including those now as- 
signed to organizations and those un- 
assigned. 

“d. Selected enlisted men of the Na- 
tional Guard. 

“4. It is requested that the desira- 
bility of obtaining Officers’ Reserve 
Corps commissions for all prospective 
officers be stressed; and that all state 
Adjutants General be urged to encour- 
age to the utmost the securing of these 
commissions by the enlisted men. To 
this end it is hardly necessary to point 
out the value of the War Department 
extension courses. 

“5. You will shortly be furnished 
the information necessary for allotting 
to the states concerned the vacancies, 
war strength, in the staffs cf split 
units. Lists showing all other va- 
eancies in your Corps Area will also 
be sent you. 

“6. It is requested that this in- 
formation be furnished, together with 
any instructions you may see fit to is- 
sue at this time, to the various states 
in your Corps Area, at the earliest 
practicable date.”

THE gross income of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America and_ its 
wholly owned subsidiary companies 
from all sources for the year 1931 was 
$102,645,419, the annual report of the 
chairman of the board, Maj. Gen. 
James G. Harbord reveals. Net income 
of the company for the year was $768,- 
903. 
Dividends at the rate of 7 per cent 
er annum were paid quarterly on “A” 
referred Stock. Dividends at the 
rate of $5 per share per annum were 
paid on the “B” Preferred Stock for 
the first three quarters of 1931. These 
dividends amounted in total to $4,250,- 
880. No dividends have been paid on 
the Common Stock, caused by world- 
wide subnormal business conditions. 
Balanced against many unfavorable 
factors of the year was the record of 
marked technical advancement and 
general improvement of the services 
offered by radio to the public. Confi- 
dence in the progress of the company 
was reflected by a substantial increase 
in the number of shareholders during 
the year. The number on December 
31, 1931, was 103,851, an increase from 
85,000 at the end of 1930. The num- 
ber was 25,000 in April, 1929. 

The influence of RCA in different 
fields of radio service is shown in the 
list of subsidiary companies of Radio 
Corporation of America, including: 
RCA Victor Co., Inc., and RCA Radio- 
tron Co., Inc., in manufacturing and 
sales; R. C. A. Communications, Inc., 
and Radiomarine Corporation of 
America in radiotelegraph communi- 
cation; National Broadcasting Co., 
Inc., in broadcasting; R. C. A. Insti- 
tutes, Inc., in training for radio work; 
and Radio Real Estate Corporation of 
America for real estate holdings of 
this company. In addition to these 
wholly owned subsidiary companies, 
Radio Corporation of America now 
has a controlling stock interest in 
Radio-Keith-Orpheum Corporation. 

In 1931 Gramophone Co., Lt., in 
which R. C. A. held a substantial in- 
terest, was unified with the Columbia 
Graphophone Co., Ltd. These two 
British companies were joined under a 
new holding company, named Electric 
and Musical Industries, Ltd. As a re- 
sult of this unification, R. C. A. now 
owns approximately 27 per cent inter- 
est in Electric and Musical Industries, 
Ltd., the subsidiaries of which manu- 
facture and sell radio equipment, talk- 
ing machines and records in Great 
Britain and many other countries of 
the world. The company also has in- 
terests in organizations operating in 
Canada, South America and the Orient.

Financial Digest 


HE market, reports a morning 

stock letter from E. A. Pierce & 
Co., was anxious to interpret as con- 
structively as possible the substitute 
tax bill. The announcements from 
Washington during the course of the 
market session did not permit detailed 
analysis of the new tax program but 
assurances that the revised levies 
would balance the budget and restore 
legislative order caused mild firming 
up in prices of representative issues, 
At the same time, the recovery looked 
sluggish and not spontaneous. An un- 
easy background still persists and 
there appears to be enough liquidation 
in individual issues to create an unbal- 
anced tone in active stocks. 

In contrast with the action of the 
industrials and the rails the price level 
of the utilities, as measured by one of 
the popular stock indexes, remains 
about five points above the year’s low. 
This relative stability has persisted in 
the face of some rather drastic liquida- 
tion in the securities of a number of 
utility holding companies. 

Broadly considered, the market, as a 
whole, does not yet appear to be defi- 
nitely in a buying zone. 





Ship Lines Cut Fares 

A TWENTY per cent cut in pas- 

senger fares, effective early in 
April, has been agreed upon by 
steamship lines operating in the North 
Atlantic service. The reductions, it is 
understood, wil affect all classes and 
will apply to all east bound and west 
bound transatlantic services between 
European ports north of the Mediter- 
ranean and the United States and 
Canada. 

The United States lines are under- 
stood to have sent anouncements to all 
of its agents of reductions averaging 
20 per cent in rates for the transat- 
lantic liners Leviathan, President 
Harding, and President Roosevelt. 

The reductions are said to be retro- 
active on all sailings after April 1.

it has been established.”
